Justice Kent this morning

a decision in the case o Wilson 
vs 
iVurphy, 
Yickers 
ct al. 
He 
sustained tho demuver in Iho 
case 
of Murpli 
and ov r 
! jd it in tl.o 
case of Vickcrs. 
. 
Tho judge held that nil tho 
vrnr-rant- s 
issued were illegal, but that 
the law did not apply 
to tho 
re- 
ceiver hut only 
to tho 
man 
who 
drew tho 
warrants. 
Tho 
court 
holds that tho law 
under 
which 
tho suit wns brought ap lies onl3' 
to 
unfaithful 
Territorial 
officials 
acting 
officially 
in 
an 
unlawful 
manner. 
Vickers issued tho 
war- 
rants as auditor 
and 
ho therefore 
can be hold in 
this 
action. 
It 
is 
alleged 
in 
the 
complaint 
that 
Murphy 
received

personal 
uso and not for any public purpose. 
Therefore his action in receiving 
it is held not to have been official, 
and tho legislative

Thero is sti!l much secrecy

V'urphy.

time. 
There is no longer a doubt that

banquet.

to him, liquor and langu.igo 
wore 
alike free and unrestrained

ter tho 
more 
indignant

came. 
Never in the history of the 
town has public sentiment been so 
unanimous as in this case. 
Pic-viou- s 
to the troub e Mcintosh had 
many friends heie 
but the ciimo 
for which 
he was tiied 
was so 
and apparently so uncalled 
for, that even 
his 
most intimate 
friends made no attempt to defend 
him, except to siy that they 
did 
not believe 
ho had intended 
to 
commit murder. 
Mcintosh was tried 
for beating 
and stomping Keilly 
to death 
in 
the Ilichelieii saloon, his only 
de 
fense bcintr that Beillv 
had 
made 
an insulting 
remai k to 
his 
wife, 
who is a professional gambler, and 
at the tune of tho tiouble was 
mn-nin- g 


a crap game in the 
house. 
Beillv was under the 
influence 
of 
liquor at the time the lemaik 
was 
alledged to have

that he was quite drunk.

the testimony 
agree that thero was no testimony 
showing that Mcintosh 
acted 
in 


self-defens- 
From the testimony 
Beilly 
was

no effort to do so 
Tho testimony 
of L. J. Dunagan 
was 
especially 
strong, and 
was 
almost 
identical 
with the testimony given

at the coroner's inquest, while the

made in this paper that Mcintosh 
renewed. tho attack on tho insensi-
